Section 1, Article XVI of the Constitu- 


tion provides:

"may be p oposed in tbe S^rate or AiBcni- 
bly, ao<5 if the Fame sbuli be aure-d to by 
a majority of all the members electtd to each 
of the two llouies, snob proposed amend 
mentor amendments shall be entered on 
tbeir respective Journals with the jeas and 
nays taken thereon and ref rred to tbe 
Legislature then next to be chosen."

were "Dgreed to by a majority of all the,

Houses;" that they were "entrred on their 
respective Journals, with the yeas and nays 
taken ihareou," and that they wera "re- 
ferred to the Legislature then ntxt to be 
chosen." 


Now, assuming that ul! of these require- 


ments were complied with by tbe last 
Legislature, what was tbe next step re- 
quired? Tbe section of tbe Constitution 
above cited provides that the amendment 
or amendments shall than "be published for 
three months next preceding the term of" 
choosing tbe members of tbe Legislature 
next to be chosen after tbe passoge of the 
amendment or amendments by the Legis- 
lature in which they were fitbt proposed 
and agreed to. It will ba observed that 
this latter clause of the Constitution only 
provides (or thu publication of the pro- 
posed 
Ain^rulmeiit* 
feuerallj 
and 
tbe 


length of time they are to be published, 
but does not make it tbe duty of any one 
to publish them nor does it prescribe the 
mode iu wbiob they shall lie published. 
It was the obvious intention of tbe Consti- 
tutional Convention to invest tbe Legisla- 
ture with the power to devolve the duty of 
publishing the amendments, in compliance 
witb Section 1, Aiticle XVI of the Consti- 
tution, upon some one or more State offi- 
cers and to provide for their publication 
along with In*) Statutes and Journals of the 
Legislature or in some newspaper or other- 
wise. The amendments to the Constitution 
are proposed to the Legislature and passed 
n the form of joint resolutions. 
Section 


7 of the "Act concerning the office of Sit- 
mtary of State" ptovides that "it shall be

joint resolutions and Journals require^ by 
law to be printed

tribute the laws and Journals as soon as 
printed"—General Statutes 
of 
Nevada, 


Section 1793. 


Sections 11 and 15 of "An Act to Estab- 


lish a'State Printing Office and to Create 
the Office of Superintendent of State Print- 
ng," provide for the printing of 
the 


Statutes, resolutions and memorials passed 
by each LtgHlntnre and also t1 e Journals 
of each Ilouso—Gent rul Statutes cf N''- 
vada, Sections 1873 and 1874. 


Wo have already sesn that the Lpgisla- 


tnre in which Cc,m,ti'uticmal Amendments 
are first proposed and p'tsssd are rtqiired 
to enter them on tbo respective Journals of 
each House ia compliauce w.tb Section 1 
of Article XVI of the Constitution, nud that 
as resolutions they ruust ba prit.ttd along 
with the Statutes under the section of the 
Statutes above c.tfd ul.nost immediately 
after the Legislature ndj"im:s, aod it is 
made the daty of tbe Secretary of State to 
distribute, i. e publish tbnu promp ly. In 
the case of tbe amendment) now pecding 
all this, I niiderst'ind, bus been done. 
Certainly there has been no omission to 
publish as required by tbe Constitution 
and laws. It only then remains for the 
next L"gislatute to agr«H to the pending 
amendments in tLo mode prescribed by 
Section 1, Article XVI of the Constitution 
and submit tuem to the voters of the State 
in such manner and at such time as 
the Legislature shall deem most expedient. 
Under the law passed by the Legislature in 
1887 it would then be the duty of the State 
Board of Examiners to publish the amend- 
ment, as required by tbat statute as held 
by a majority of the Court in the case of 
tbe State ex rel Galnsha vs. Davis, 20 Ne- 
vada, 220. 
It is true that in this case 


Judge H»w!ey dissented, but it was upon 
the ground that the publication of the then 
pending amendments in the Statutes ami 
Journals was sufficient, and that no second 
publication in accordance with the law of 
185.7 was necessary. 


This is a matter of vast importance to 


the people of this State. 
Many of the 


pending amendments should be submitted 
to the people prior to the next general 
election in tbe interest of economy. 
As a 


special election will therefore be necessary, 
it should be called at an eaily day. 
If any 


additional publication should be necessary 
some simpler method "bcrj'd be adopted 
than tbat provided by the law of 1887, as 
is very evident from the opinion of a ma-

Tbn Merbrtnioal D-pirtnvm of the 8t»tn 


University work, on HO'ioout of ignorance 
of whit i* b- lay done in it, is generally re- 
gtrled with little favor by the p-ople of 
the Siate. 
But a vUit in the workshop 


will show that, oonaid-ring tho compara- 
tively email amount of money thn R-gents 
have for tbe support of thia department, 
it has made wonderful progress and gives 
promise of still greater in tbe future. 


Tbe shop is situated on the ea-»t r i side 


of tbe campaR north of the station build- 
ing. 
It. is divided into two departments, 


carpenter stop aod an iron working shop. 


Tbe carpenter shop itself specks for tbe 


skill of those working in it, since it was 
bailt almost entirely by student labor. 
It 


contains twelve work benches, each bench 
being .provided with a locker for tools. 
Each bench is supplied «-iih all the tools 
required for ordinary work. 
In tbe tool 


room and tha machine room others are pro 
vided fur sp cial work, such ns a power 
saw, former, turning lath«, scroll saw, mor- 
tiurr, eto. This departciiHut has b»en in 
operation one year, and iu that time some 
very good work has been turned oat, and, 
contrary to what would gens rally be sup. 
posed, very little botched work. 
Recently 


ibis department turned out some v«ry neat 
boxes which are to be filled With samrjlo 
soils from tbo different counties of the 
State and sent to the World's Fair. 
The 


different people throughout the State who 
receive these boxes can judge for them- 
selves what sort of work is being done in 
this department. 


The iron working department, though it 


has not been in operation as long as the 
other, has made very creditable progress. 
It is fitted up with seven vises, vrith filep, 
hammers, etc., planer, lathe, drill press, 
emery wheels, gricdig stone, forge, plumb- 
ers' tools eto. 
Another iron lathe and jig- 


saw have been presented to the school by 
Mr. Theodore Winters and will eoon be 
placed in position in the machine room. 
At present socje of the stadents in tbe me- 
chanical department are constructing a 
small engine and a dynamo from rough 
castings. Tbe others are engaged in over- 
hauling and repairing the fifteen-horse 
power engine recently 
purchased from 


Mr. Winters. 
It will be used to run the 


machinery in (he sbov, aa the gasoline en- 
gine used at present for this pnrpose is loo 
small.
